I had spoken to AP Tueaday, froQ JL's, when I was in DC for auxllaal clteckup. The 
reporter who dlJ ti»: first story, on tliu \/ZI transcript, was not in. But thu dosJt 
man did Ilk; th;. idea and switched ua to Don Hothbor^, who also did. Bo came up. When 
there was ito ue:it-da# story ^ nad a Junch they w^uld use it for Siniday. 

I did tall hie the entire story, beginrln^ with tho suppoaoa dc-atruction of all, 
Hi's findlu,:; out that the st-snotypu tape surviTsd, ana JL's handling for both of us. 
^Won the coincidcEnoa in dates, h.twoun JL's letter and the AT-chives' oaillng. In fact, 

X also gave idiu the letter. 

Aftoimard, noting no o#edit on the radio v<ire, 1 spoke to iiargaret Sbsrf. She 
told nc that there was mention of me but not of the two of you. 1 aaked if this could 
bo adaed ani she said it was too late. So, I au^gestod 1 cuuld supply a follo»-op and 
there could be mention of tha two of you. That sha says is not Impoe.ible and sho 
thinks ^thberg, who is out of to'i^n oa a story, haa somethii^ in £dnd. 

I spoko to nnotlicr reportor friend wt/O ia saving the ..ire copy in tiv^ (.‘Vent the 
paper we see cut or downplay. Oe'U bo sending it to so and I'll bo able to suppiy 
oopiss. Supposed to be over 900 words, (hlch la not bed foi' tlic «ira and this subject. 

It hau been almost Ifiposaiblo to glT«i this ono away. Idtex-ally copies were not 
picked up in IHC after I read excerpts to about 40 reporters. 1 hail xeroxes cado there. 
The Poet rc-p rtar read it while we were both tliere and eu&^estad I siwuld havn read 
an excerpt 1 had not. lie sent his copy to the Post. I spoke to the Post &rvdral tixaes. 
They sow no story. 

DPI three tixaes. CBS several. Hutual radio was going to cob:o up oiui get a copy 
and dlauusa after 5/2i but haxm't. Scberal foreign papers. USETilR. Chi Daily aews. 
tfx Star. Theoe I remember and there siuat have been more. 

There seems to have been aoro fi^or of this one. 

An I had er plaint tho history to Rothberg, I went over it asBln with Bherf, 
including both your addresses. 

i pr swie JL hasn't heard of thia because he haa not {dioaed. There also a p ears 
to bo no special interest fr^ those to whoa nas» iu ixot ctrange because there 
has been no call fnxa any. Only Newsday had a question, about the absence of name 
ideotificAtiOQe, which I explained to Sherf. 

lfZTj.mea has copy and I phoned twioe, without results, once speaking to Crewdson, 
who professed interest. 

The part on tha radio wire was the quota ending with DuHes"'terriblo'* on 
conspiracy. The full quote, hovxrver. All of them. 

As I've spoken to reporters I'vo been telling them that the govettsoint haa not 
delivered fully on ap'>ctra/CUU, has not supplied the answers we arc to get, and that 
there is thi^ aext calendar hv.axlng Wednesday. Sven to bearst. This does not r«an 
that reporters will be there but it repnsents some effort to attract them. 

1 also told Rothberg. If there i:i i;»ntion of that at tho close of the stroy it 
might attiwt some press. 

Silence from the WzPost does not cnooor»igo belief the national i-ieak favors 
tho story. 

Other oddsi I can't say bow many tines I've read excorpts ou radio b'caats 
but m> single papers has called as a result. 

Indications: still uptight. 

Also, supposed to go into Congressional xiecord via pressures from O.Kd. students.
